The views of the Postmaster-Surveyor of 
Belfast, Mr. T. B. McDowell, are also 
significant. Having paid a tribute to the 
High Sheriff and the Chambers of Com- 
merce and “rade for their efforts in 
getting the Kingstown-Holyhead route 
restored, he said he was glad when it was 
decided to revert to that route, as the 
Post Office had found it a great advan- 
tage. Never before, in the history of the 
delivery which dealt with these mails, 
had-it been got out with such regularity 
and punctuality as now, said Mr. 
McDowell. Of course, the Post Office is a 
reserved service, and the Northern Govern- 
ment can only offer suggestions to the 
imperial authorities; but, in view of the 
improved position of the mails effected by 
the services through the Free State, it is 
hardly likely that there will be any 
further interference with it for some time 
to come. The Ulster-Scot is patriotic, but 
he is also intensely practical, and will 
permit no officious meddling with the 
development of commerce and industry. 


PROTECTION OF TENANTS. 


The Northern Government has done 
much to promote better housing conditions 
for the working classes by offering large 
subsidies towards the expense of building 
suitable dwellings, and it is now engaged 
in an effort to wipe out ‘the furnished 
house scandal. In many’ cases landlords, 
and even tenants, let, as furnished, houses 
and apartments in which there are, per- 
haps, a couple of chairs and a table, 
demanding exorbitant rents for these 
premises, and in consequence of the 
housing shortage people are compelled to 
take anything they can get. A bill is at 
present before Parliament with the object 
of remedying this grievance, and happily all 
sections of the House are agreed regard- 
ing ite principle, the only difference of 
opinion being as to its extent and scope. 
It is the desire of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs to protect all tenants under the 
control of the Rent Restrictions Act, a sub- 
ject which has caused a good deal of heart- 
burning recently. It is admitted by the 
Government that many reprehensible 
things have been done; but Mr. Hanna, 
the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry, has stated that, when the bill 
leaves the House in the form of an Act, 
it will no longer be possible to victimise 
the public in such a manner. Some 
members think that the legislation should 
be retrospective, but that would lead to 
confusion, and, generally speaking, the 
House is satisfied with the provisions of 
the bill. When de-control comes along, 
however, further restrictive legislation 
will probably .be required to prevent un- 
reasonable increases in rent. 


AMENDING LICENSING BILL. 


"It is expected that the Amending Bill 
to the 1923 Licensing Act will receive its 
second reading in the Northern House of 
Commons this week. Important amend- 
ments regarding the sale and consumption 
of intoxicating liquors in restaurants and 
hotels will be considered, and around 
these will revolve most of the discussions. 
The question of supplying drink in these 
places, after the ordinary closing hours, 
for dinners and entertainments is intro- 
duced in one of the clauses. At present 
all drinks must be on the tables before the 
closing hour, but under the proposed new 
regulation consumption and sale may be 


‘| legalised by obtaining a permit from the 


police” This concession will be greatly 
appreciated, but the representatives of the 
Hotels’ Association are stressing the im- 
portance of restoring the privileges of the 
Lona fide traveller, which, they declare, 
are necessary in the interests of tourist 
traffic development. There is no hope, 
however, that any such amendment will 
be accepted, as it will be strenuously 
opposed by the temperance members, 
while the intention of the Government is 
simply to clarify the existing law and 
rectify minor defects. The opposing 
sections in the House are - proceeding 
warily, and trying to accomplish what 
they can for their own policy, bat the 
great trial of strength on the temperance 
question will not take place until the next 
general election.

He said that 
he would not apologise to anybody, not 
even a Prime Minister, for his advocacy 
of ‘local option, and pointed out that the 
Government seemed to hold a brief for the 
liquor traffic. In support of his conten- 
tion, Mr, Cullen mentioned that the 
Minister of Finance had recently made a 
speech which exactly suited the argu- 
ments of the anti-prohibitiot:is-s. The 
Northern Goverhment, he added, had no 
more loyal supporters than the temver 
ance people, but they were not prepared 
to have a Mussolini in Northeru froland, 
and would take dictation írom no one. -It 
would appear from this that there is no 
likelihood of conciliation, and that the 
fight will be continued to the bitter end. 

The dictation, however, is not all on one 
side; for only last week the Rev. T. M. 
Johnstone declared that unless the 
Government's general election Selection 
Committee chose candidates prepared to 
pledge themselves to local option, they 
would only have themselves to blame for 
the results. Northern Ireland is enjoying 
the benefits of far-reaching temperance 
legislation, which was undreamt of a few 
years ago, and instead of the Government 
favouring the anti-prohibitionists, as has 
been unfairly suggested, it has pursued a 
policy of reform approved of and com- 
‘mended by all men of moderate opinion. 
The blind and unreasoning haste of ex- 
tremists never did any good, and in this 
instance it will either cause a revulsion of 
feeling or lead to political disaster. 


LEFT OUT IN THE COLD.. 


Although it is rather early to think of 
coming Yuletide and the happy 
associations connected with the festive 
season, the publication of the recipe for 
the King’s Christmas. pudding compels 
attention. From all parts of our far-flung 
Empire, with one notable exception, in- 
gredients are being supplied to compose 
that noble super-dumpling. Fruit from 
Australia, Canada and South Africa; beef 
suet from New Zealand; fragrant spices 
from Ceylon, Zanzibar, the Straits Settle- 
ments and India; sugar from Demerera; 
bread-crumbs and flour from the lands of 
the Sassenach and the Scot; twenty eggs 
from the “rebel” Free State; and from 
“Joyal’’ Northern Ireland, as a separate 
entity—nothing!. The spirits of various 
kinds are coming from Jamaica and 
Cyprus,.and England is providing two 
quarts of old beer. Alas, for our place in 
the sun as the Empire's most vaunted 
jewel! No one really cares about the 
omission of “ Northern Ireland ” from the 
list of countries, but the politicians have 
been subjected to a lot of good-humoured 
badinage in connection with it, and it is 
suggested that they should supply the 
“ sauce,” hot and strong. 


CANNOT FLY TO SAFETY. 


Notwithstanding the “safety first”’ move- 

ment, the number of motor accidents in 
the North does not seem to diminish, and 
the weekly toll of the road is very depres- 
sing. The various police courts are in- 
flicting heavy fines on motorists ior 
speeding, but still the peril remains, It 
has drawn a strong protest from the Rev. 
John F. Shiels, the parish priest of Bally- 
gowan, who says that from the fact that 
motors caused about 4,000 deaths, and 
about 200,000 injuries to human beings in 
Great Britain last year, it is clear that 
mutors are of themselves dangerous to 
human life on the road; for no one sug- 
gests that those killed and injured went 
deliberately into danger.“ To suggest that 
pedestrians are to blame,” adds Father 
Shiels, “is to flout Providence for not 
providing men with the equipment ot 
birds.” He also says that pedestrians are 
to blame for not forming themselves inte 
a strong body to insist on their rights to 
use the roads in comparative safety. Motor 
traffic in the North is increasing. enor- 
mously ; accidents are of daily oecurrencv 
—a ‘bus and a tram had a head-on colli- 
sion a few days ago—and something will 
require to be done to make the city streets. 
and country roads safer for ordinary 
mortals. 


NEW TEXT FOR ORATORS. 


The visit of Mr. Saklatvala, the Com- 
munist member of Parliament, to Bolfast 
during the week-end proved to be a tame 
affair.

LONDON’S TRAFFIC 
RESOURCES. 


DRASTIC POOLING SCHEME 
SUBMITTED. 


A scheme that, if carried into effect, would 
revolutionise London’s vast and many-sided 
traffic organisation is outlined in the report 
of the London and Home Counties Traffic 
Advisory Committee. ' 

The Committee were asked by the Ministry 
of Transport, following their investigation 
into the congestion of. traffic in the suburbs 
of London, to report upon the advisability of 
securing greater co-operation among pas- 
senger-carrying concerns, both private and 
public, 

The Committee recommend the consolida- 
tion of all London 's passenger transport ser- 
vices with such public control as is reguired 
to protect the community in the matter of 
fares, services, and developments. They 
affirm that it is necessary that there should 
be a common fund and common management. 

i | era that the Minister oí Transport 
should, after consultation with the Advisory 
Committee, settle questions arising with the 
common management. 

ALL PUBLIC VEHICLES AFFECTED. 

The scheme affects all forms of public 
vehicles, from the ‘pirate ” 
tramear to the huge underground services, 
but there is an important proviso—it is not 
suggested that the amalgamated railway com- 
panies should be parties to the scheme in 
vr of their London suburban traffic. 

ith a common fund it is claimed that 
there would be the widest facilities for the 
exchange of traffic tickets, fares systems would 
be more elastic, and fresh routes would be 
made possible, which cannot at present be 
provided because of fierce competition. The 
eneral basis of the common fund is that the 
lance of the gross revenues of the under- 
takings, after meeting working expenses, 
would be pooled and distributed. 

NEW SIGNAL CONTROL TOWER. 

The Sub-Committee of the London and 
Home Counties Traffic Advisory Committee 
will meet General J. M. Gordon this week to 
examine his patent traffic control towér, with 
a view of its installation in London 

General Gordon gave a description of his 

tent tower to a Press representative yester- 

ay. “ The actual signal,” he said, “ re- 
sembies a tall lamp-post. and one would be 
placed at the mouth of each street, being 
controlled by a man in a tower commandin 
all approaches of crossings. At the top o 
the signal is a powerful electric red light 
turning to green as the traffic is allowed to 
pass. Just beneath the light is a hooter 
to give a preliminary warning. At the same 
level is an arm to be lowéred when desired. 
_ “* At the foot of the signal post is a slit 
in the iron work, through which a powerful 
beam of light is thrown across the road, tak- 
ing the place of the white lines at present in 
vogue, which are almost obliterated in muddy 
peta The whole is operated by elec- 
ricity.”

me,” said General Gordon, “that at a time 
when mechanical helps are being so univers- 
ally adopted, the authorities should hesitate 
to equip the police on point duty with some 
helpful device. I claim that the adoption of 
this system of control on a fairly large scale 
throughout. the City and Greater London 
areas would, in a few years, effect a saving 
of £150,000 a vear in police salaries and in 
other directions.”’

When the Free State Government dis- 
solved Dáil Eireann last August its 
spokesmen declared that one of its first 
tasks after the general election would be 
the flotation of a new national loan. 
President Cosgrave announced that at 
least £10,000,000 must be raised before 
Christmas, and one of the objects of the 
dissolution was to secure such a 
majority for the Government in Dáil 
Kireann as would guarantee the loan’s 
The verdict of the electorate 
the necessity for 


success. 
was indecisive,. but 
a national loan still exists, and Mr. 
Blythe very soon must prepare to 
issue his prospectus. Money is needed 
urgently. The Shannon scheme must 
be financed; the Agricultural Credits 
Corporation must be set on its feet, and 
there are a dozen other projects of 
national importance for which funds are 
required. It would be idle to pretend 
that President Cosgrave’s Government is 
as strong to-day as it was three years ago, 
when the first national loan was floated. 
Then it had a mathematical majority over 
all its parliamentary opponents which no 
mere accident could disturb ; now it holds 
office by the good-will of the Independents. 
For this reason it has been suggested that 
Mr. Blythe should ask the public for 
£6,000,000 instead of £10,000,000. The 
smaller sum probably would be sufficient 
for all immediate wants, and financial 
experts take the view that it could be 
obtained without difficulty on terms very 
little, if at all, less favourable than those 
on which the original loan of £10,000,000 
was raised. 

The last loan wis issued at 95, and 
bore interest at the rate of five per cent. 
per Cent. War 
Loan, it is subject to income tax at 
ordinary rates. We do not know the terms 
on which Mr. Blythe proposes to offer the 
new loan, but we wonder if he has 
considered a plan to exempt it from 
income tax for investors resident in the 
Free State. A tax-free loan, of course, 
could not bear interest at so high a rate 
as the last issue; but if it could be 
floated, say, at par, or at a smal! discount 
—perhaps, 96—with interest at four per 
cent., it would be a very attractive invest- 
ment. A loan free of income tax would 
offer many advantages. One of the 
greatest difficulties against which Mr. 
Blythe. must. contend is the feeling of 
insecurity that has been caused through- 
out the Free State by the possibility of a 
Fianna Fadil Government. Mr. de Valera’s 
‘‘economic’’ programme hardly could be 
put into force without an increase in 
taxation, and when investors are asked to, 
buy Free State loan they. cannot be ex- 
pected to ignore this emergency. The 
exemption of the new loan from income 
tax would remove this danger, or, at any 
rate, would reduce it to a minimum, and 
investors probably would be prepared .to 
accept less favourable terms of interest in 
order to safeguard themselves against 
possible Josses at a later date. Another 
advantage would be the fact that investors 
would be spared much trouble and expense 
in the matter of rebates. This item

Tribal feuds and nomadic habits still are 
so rife in Iraq that it is thought that an 
attempt by the Central Government to 
assert itself by so drastic a méasure as 
conscription well might shatter the young 
nation’s fragile unity. We\\ must not 
forget that Iraq's neighbour, PerSja, does 
not acknowledge her status as an inde- 
pendent nation. There are large tribal 
elements in Iraq which have affinity with 
the Persian people, and the present lraq- 
Persian border well might become a 
matter of dispute if the present 
Government of Baghdad should fail to 
maintain its authority. Britain hardly 
can recommend the League of Nations to 
accept responsibility for the frontiers of 
Iraq so long as Iraq has failed to 
demonstrate. her ability to command, 
unaided, the allegiance of the population 
dwelling within those limits. It is likely, 
therefore, that the Imperial Government 
will advise King Feisal to continue 
patiently at the work of nation-building 
before he presses his present claim ; and it 
may be that an offer will. be made to 
continue “for a time the defence of the 
nascent State by the Royal Air Force, 
subject to a contribution from the Iraq 
Government, Britain, however, has nothing 
to gain by « prolonged occupation of 
territory in which she has no vital 
interest, and which, in time of war 
between the Powers, she could not afford, 
owing to the great length of the necessary 
communications, to gontinue to hold within 
her lines, 


The Mayor of Chicago.

The Queen's Brother. 


The Marquis of Cambridge, a brother

Army Changes. 


The important changes at the War Office 
in connection with the mechanisation 
of the Army will come into operation this 
week, but these will be merely a prelude 
to much greater and far-reaching changes 
in January, when the initial reorganisa- 
tion of the Army, following upon the 
decision of the Army Council, will begin. 
It is understood that the changes and the 
great amount of re-grouping following 
upon them will involve no addition to 
the Army estimates, and this fact may 
render them more acceptable to the House 
of Commons when the time comes for an 
explanation from the Secretary of War. 


The Neanderthal. 


The new discoveries in the Neanderthal 
are greatly exciting anthropologists, owing 
to the possibility of another Neanderthal 
man coming to light. A large number of 
fossilised bomes has been discovered in 
a quarry, in addition to working imple- 
ments and tools dating from the Ice Age, 
which are held to be the earliest traces 
of human existence yet discovered. The 
Neanderthal is a valley near Diisseldor!, 
in Rhineland, where, some seventy years 
ago, the skull and part of the skeleton of 
a man were found. These, in the opinion 
of scientists, were the remains of the 
oldest known race of humans in Europe, 
who had lived about fifty thousand years 
before the Christian era.

Hire Purchase. 


The tremendous growth of the system of 
purchase by instalment in the United 
States is regarded by financiers there with 
something like dismay, as it is recognised 
that a break in the economic system might 
easily bring about a catastrophe. Retail 
sales, financed by instalments, in a year 
amount to something like one and a 
quarter thousand million pounds sterling 
and the total instalment debt at any given 
moment is about £5,500,000. We do not 
hear much about the system on this side 
of the Atlantic, bat it seems that it is 
developing; for something like sixteen 
million hire purchase agreements are 
regularly in force annually, and some 
four million such agreements are effected 
every year. These ficures are exactly 
double those of 1907. Eighty per cei é. of 
the motor cars, pianos and gramaphones 
are so purchased, and quite fifty per cen 
of the furniture. while “wireless” set 
are mounting up. With this nensé 
volume of business bad debts are almost 


-negligible.

We regret to announce that. the 
Marquess of Cambridge—the elder of the 
Queen’s two surviving brothers—died 
yesterday at 6.5 p.m., aged 69 ' The 
‘| Marquess had been ill for some’ time. 
Yesterday morning he was taken from his 
residence, Shotton Hail, Shrewsbury, to 
Salop Nursing Institution, where an 
operation was performed. Soon after- 
wards his condition caused anxiety. A 
bulletin issued at 1.15 p.m. stated: 

“The condition of the Marquess of 
Cambridge is very critical.” eda wel 
“Soon. afterwards the death of the 
Marquess was announced. Lady Cambridge 
and other members of the family were at 
his bedside when he died. The news was 
received with much regret in Shrewsbury, 
which had been decorated for the visit of 
the Prince of Wales on Wednesday. Be- 
fore the Marquess died, however, the 
arrangements for the Prince’s visit and for 
other ceremonies had been cancelled. 

The Marquess and Marchioness of Cam- 
bridge were very poular in Shrewsbury, 
and paid it frequent visits from their 
home at Shotton Hall.

HOW THE CABINET WAS

The present effort to settle the flag 
question (says The J'imes) began on the 
19th inst., when it was officially 
announced that negotiations had begun.

That design was the flag of the House 
of Orange—namely, horizontal stripes of 
orange, white and blue, together with a 
‘shield on the white stripe. One quarter. 
of this shield was to be occupied by the 
Union Jack, another by “the Transvaal 
Republican ‘Flag, and a third by the. 
Orange Free State Republican Flag. The 
fourth quarter was to be four stars repre- 
senting the four provinces of the Union 
on a blue field. 

The objection of opponents of the Flag 
Bill was that it did not give prominence 
to the Union Jack and the old Boer 
Republican flags. 


CABINET DIFFERENCES. 


On October 20 it was reported that there 
were rumours of differences in the 
Cabinet in regard to the flag issue, Dr. 
Malan headed a party in the Cabinet 
opposed to any concession; Mr. Tielman 
Roos stood for an agreement, and was 
said to have gained the adherence of 
General Hertzog. Evidently a strong 
public feeling in favour of a settlement 
was growing, and on the 21st it was stated 
that optimism was widely felt. It was 
clear, too, from telegrams from Johannes- 
burg that opinion on the Rand and in 
other parts of the Transvaal was strong 
in favour of an agreed settlement.

IRISH GRIEF AND MOURNING. 

His Holiness then went on to pay a 
beautiful tribute to Dr. O'Donnell, show- 
ing how much he appreciated, respected 
and loved him. As much, he said, “as 
he was appreciated, respected and loved 
by all those who knew him.” 

The Pope emphasised how much he 
ghared in the Irish grief and mourning 
for a great Joss, but with grief, he 
declared, “there is also consolation coming 
from faith.” His deep sorrow found con- 


t Í solation and joy in seeing so many of his 


Irish children gathered around him, led 
by their bishop, “in this house, which is 
the house of their father, where the 
Irish have a special place due to them 
because of the faith of their ancestors, 
which remained intact, as shown by their 
attachment to the Holy See,” 

Proceeding, the Pope said :—“ They 
deserve such a place owing to their spirit 
of piety and religion and their heroic 
history, which form the glory of an island 
entitling it to be called an island of 
saints. That history would not be so 
glorious if, besides being the history of 
the past, it were not also the history 
of the present, and if the Irish were not 
the imitators of their ancestors.’’ 

With these thoughts and inspired by 
these sentiments, the Pope imparted the 
Apostolic Benediction to all their houses, 
their cities, their villages, their 
Episcopacy and clergy, and “to all your 
and my dear beloved island.” 


THE AUDIENCES.

It is inaccurate to state that all 
persons interviewed ‘to this recommen- 
dation, as thé association informed the com- 
mittee that it claimedethe right to have a 
representative on the controlling body, which 
claim has not been recognised, 

The association urged the committee to 
reduce the number of facing fixtures in Ire- 
land for the coming year. A promise was 
given to the association that this would be 
done, and that the dates for metropolitan’ 
and provincial fixtures would be considered 

er. Ignoring thig promise, the Turf 
Club granted fixtures to the metropolitan 
meetings before any notification was given 
to the association. Notwithstanding the re- 
commendations of the committee to reduce 
the number of fixtures for next year, the 
Stewards have granted the same number of 
fixtures. to the metropolitan meetings as last 
year, with the exception of a few winter 
meetings, which were obviously of no finan- 
cial help to the executives. The Stewards 
have also granted four consecutive days’ 
racing to one meeting. 

The recommendation of the Committee, that 
local Stewards should exercise more stringent 
supervision, is of li Value so long as the 
uta of the eS Club fail to attend pro. 
vincial meetings. is impossible to expect 
that local Stewards should be pear ¢ 
the true ru form of horses and of pos- 
sible . irregularities, and the Association con- 
siders that the only refiedy is to appoint a 
Stipendiary. Steward attend all race 
meetings 

The Association notes that the Committee 

was glad to learn that an Owners’ Association 
with a strong Committee was being formed as 
being a useful source from which the Turf 
Club could obtain Ynformation...The Associa- 
tion wishes to remind the Stewards that in 
1924, when this Association was formed, a 
letter was sent by the Association to the 
Turf Club asking the Stewards for their 
generous co-operation in its endeavour to pro- 
mote the best interests of racing in the pro- 
vinces, For a shert period amicable relation- 
ship existed between the two bodies, and 
first-hand information regarding many matters 
affecting provincial racing was welcomed by 
the Stewards, but when reasonable sug- 
gestions for ressing reforms were made by 
the Association, the Stewards resented its 
interference to the extent of declaring that 
they did not recognise the Association. 
It is gratifying to note that most of the 
suggestions made by the Association to the 
Stewards, but hitherto ignored by them, are 
now to be found amongst the recommenda- 
tions made by the Committee for their 
adoption. 

The Association cannot atcept the findings 
of the Committee with regard to the number 
of officials and their fees. 

The Association considers that it is absurd 
© require a provincial meeting to pay for the 
staff of officials set out in the report-—namely, 
Clerk of Course, Judge, Starter. Clerk of 
Scales, Handicapper, Inspector of Course and 
Ring Detective. 

Any provincial meeting can, in the opinion 
the Association, be properly run and 
managed with a handicapper and two other 
¢flicials, one of whom shall act as Clerk of 
Scales and Judge, and the other as Starter 
and Clerk of the Course, at a total charge not 
exceeding £20 a day. 
The Stewards sanctioned the holding of over 
80 point-to-point race mectings last season, 
many of which had much larwer eptries and 
attendances than provincial race meetings, yet. 
same were successfully managed and carried 
cut without the presence of even one Turf 
Club official. 
In the opinion of the Association, there is 
no necessity for an Inspector of Courses, It 
regards his position as a sinecure, in view of 
the fact that his duties consist mainly of 
examining fences of steeplechase courses, 
which examination can easily be made by the 
Clerk of the Course, whose duty it is to 
inspect the course itself. 

The fees paid to officials, are, the heaviest 
expenses in connection with Irish racing, as 
some of the officjalk are in receipt of fixed 
salaries exceeding £2,000 a year, and others 
are in receipt of salaries varying from £1,000 
to £1,500. 

With a view to redbdint wy t of officials 
to provincial executives, the Pee iation asked 
the Stewards to sanction the appointment of 
arp cad anagers of racecourses as local Clerks

Interviewed in Cork last y, Senator 
J. C, Dowdall, of the firm of Messrs, Dowdall, 
O'Mahony and Co., Ltd., e manu- 
facturers, Cork, explained that his firm had 
withdrawn from the application for the tariff

His firm's trade, he said, was both home 
and export, the latter being the larger and 
more important; and while he was not 
opposed to a tariff he did not think that it 
would be, in his experience, beneficial to his 
firm, but he could not of course speak as to 
its value to other firms manufacturing 
margarine in Ireland.
